Rheault Calls For Special Meeting... 


Storm Clouds Gather 
Again Over Caba - Council 


Town Council President Donald M. Rheault 
late Wednesday afternoon (presstime) told 
The Advertiser News that he has called for a 
special council meeting for Monday, April 
23rd at the Public Library to discuss “the 
town manager's direct defiance of the Town 
Council.” 

That “‘defiance’’, according to Rheault, came when 
Caba appointed Roy Bishop to the town assessor's 
Post and publicly said he would not bring the appoint- 
ment to the council floor for confirmation. 

Last month the council voted to mandate that the 
manager forward his appointments to key department 
Posts for approval of at least a majority of the council 
perore. the individual be allowed to assume the office’s 

luties. 

Rheault said, “Because Mr. Caba has again totally 
ignored the wishes of the council majority, we must 
hold a special session to discuss what we're going to 
do about it. | believe the council is fully prepared to see 
its wishes upheld.”” 

Rheault said the council would probably hire legal 
counsel to represent it in a law suit against the 
manager to make him comply with the council’s confir- 
mation rule. 

“It is completely and totally unfortunate for the town 
that we have to spend town money (hire lawyers) to 
force the town manager to do his job in the courts,” 
Rheault remarked. “But if that’s the only way we can 


get him (Caba) to do his job, then that is the way it will 
have to be.”’ 





cil rule because he was advised by three attorney's, in- 
cluding Town Solicitor Lambert Ollari, that it violates 
the town charter. Caba said Ollari advised him not to 
abide by the ruling after it was passed in March. 

Rheault said the council majority fully understood 
what it was doing when the rule was passed, and add- 
ed, “We believed we were acting well within the law 
when the confirmation was passed, 

“The manager has defied a majority vote by. the du- 
ly elected representatives of our town government. The 
opinion of the attorney's about the act violating the 
charter is just that - an opinion.” 

This is the latest in a growing series of bitter con- 
frontations between the manager and the council. In 
February, the council tried to suspend and oust Caba 
from office only to have a Hampden Superior Court 
judge rule put an injunction on the action. 

The council later rescinded the action but the bad 
blood between the manager and the council appears to 
again be ready to explode.

Caba Won't Seek 
Council Approval

Town Manager Edward A. Caba has appointed New 
Hampshire resident Roy Bishop to the position of town 
assessor and said he will not bring the appointment 
before the council for confirmation. 

Caba said he felt he was “right by law’ to make the 
appointment himself, without seeking council ap- 
proval. Caba pointed to the rulings of three attorney's 
that the Agawam Town Charter dictates. the manager 
makes the appointment of department heads and in- 
cludes no language concerning those appointments 
needing confirmation of Town Council. 


May Lead To Another Fight 

Caba’s action to ignore last month’s council vote re- 
quiring him to bring appointments for important town 
hall positions as town clerk, treasurer, health agent, 
assessor, police chief, DPW superintendent, etc., may 
lead to another confrontation with the council. 

Councilor Jack Shaughnessy led the debate for con- 
firmation of appointments, noting several passages in 
Mass. General Laws allowed it once the legislative 
body of a local government had voted (in. majority) to 
allow them. 

Town Solicitor Lambert Ollari vigorously disagreed 
with Shaughnessy’s conclusions and the council’s 
eventual vote. Following that vote, Caba said Ollari 
had advised him not to bring his appointments before 
the council. 

Asked whether he felt he should have sought a court 
ruling to support his actions, Caba said, “| don’t feel it 
was my place to seek a court ruling. If the council 
should again seek to remove me from office over this, | 
think a court judgement on confirmation should be pur- 
sued by the council at that time.’” 

In February, following a whirl-wind three weeks of 
political activity here, Caba was suspended by the 
council with the intent to permanently oust him. He 
os soonafter reinstated by a Hamdpen Superior Court 
judge. 

Caba added, ‘My action is not in defiance of the 
council. It comes on the strength of legal rulings by at- 
torney’s. f 


Caba further said, ‘Last year some councilors said | 
was insubordinate to the council dictates by not 
reopening bingo games at the Agawam Senior Center 
after they ordered me to. 

"| refused ‘this on the basis of law and the state 
legislature then passed a special bingo act to allow the 
games to again begin. So, I’d have to say the law at the 
time of my decisions was that the games could not be 
run legally.’ 

Enthused With Qualifications 

Though the appointment may well lead to another 
manager/council battle of dramatic proportions, Caba 
said he is enthused with the qualifications of his ap- 
pointment. He said he hopes the council will be recep- 
tive to approving more funding for. the assessor's 
department: ‘ 

















After a lengthy debate, rife with politicking, Town 
Council Tuesday night adopted guidelines governing 
its procedure for investigations to determine a possible 
overpayment of vacation time to retired Town Clerk 
Rita Rose. 

The council voted 10-5 to authorize Town Council 
President Donald M. Rheault to appoint a three- 
member council committee this week. The committee 
is to report its findings to the full council by the second 
meeting in June, according to the vote. 


Scheduled To Go Forward 
The three-man committee is scheduled to go forward 
to investigate allegations that Town Manager Edward 
A. Caba improperly authorized $900 of vacation buy- 
back for Mrs. Rose upon her retirement, as well as 
other possible overpayments in vacation time. 
The issue was first brought to light by Precinct 4 
Councilor Neil Blatt in January when he questioned a 
transfer request put to the council by Caba.

After researching the matter, Blatt said the manager 
“had dug himself into a hole” over the vacation pay- 
ment and later charged that figures given by Town Ac 
countant Caro! Taylor to justify the payments to Mrs. 
Rose were nothing less than “mathematical 
chicanery.”” 

Blatt’s arguments against the transfer request of 
Caba resulted in a Town Council vote of 14-1 to defeat 
the transfer. 

The special subcomittee is authorized to hire an out- 
side attorney and will be empowered to call town per- 
sonnel as witnesses in its fact gathering process. = * 

All dialogue is to be recorded, verbatum, and then 
submitted to the full council. The committee, after con- 
ducting its probe, will make a recommendation to the 
council for possible action over the issue. 

A majority vote of the full council is required before 
any recommendation by the subcommittee can go into

He graduated from Bryant ‘College in-Rhode 
Island with a B.A. in science and administration: Caba 
said Bishop has since taken several appraisal classes 
at area institutions. : 

Bishop is presently employed by Cole, Layer and _ 
Trumble Company,. which is a parent company to 
several appraising firms, including United Appraisal 
Corporation, the group charged with conducting 
Agawam’s revaluation in 1982. 

Married with one child, Caba said of Bishop, ‘’He 
has vigor and youth to get the job done for us.” 

Caba also noted that Bishop has computer ex- 
perience which might be helpful if the new computer 
Sytem for the assessor's office is approved by the 
council. 


Caba said he remains dismayed that the assessor's 
salary in Agawam lags far behind other communities. 
Citing advertised assessor positions from a promi- 
nent trade publication, Caba concluded) that towns 
smaller than Agawam frequently paid $29,000 for a 
town assessor while the local pay scale ranges from 
$19,062 to $21,571. 
“Once we hire qualified personnel, it’s important 
we be competitive enough to keep them and give them 
an honest wage,’ Caba concluded.

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Farm Credit Banks 
Break Ground 


The Farm Credit Banks of Springfield broke ground 
on Tuesday morning, April 17th, for a 50,000 square 
foot addition to their facilities at 67 Hunt Street, 
Agawam. 

The new construction will cost approximately $5 
million and be completed in 1985, according to Howell 
Hughes, bank president. 

The Farm Credit Banks moved to Agawam and built 
is present building eight years ago after being located 
for 50 years at 310 State Street, Springfield. 

Work began on the site preparation in March, 1983 
and was completed in August. It included a new access 
road and parking space. 

The new brick building will be connected to the west 
side of the present structure and with the existing 
building is expected to provide accommodations for a 
work force - currently 265 employees - into the 1990s, 
Hughes notes. 

Construction began March 26th, with the new addi- 
tion to be completed in August, 1985. Renovations on 
the existing building will follow. A formal dedication is 
planned when all the work is completed. 

Construction manaaer for the proiect is Sano-Rubin 
Construction Company of Albany, with architectural | 
work by Cannon Design of Springfield. Most of the con- 
struction for the various phases of the building process 
will be undertaken by area firms. 

The 50,000 square feet of new construction will dou- 
ble the size of the Farm Credit Banks of Springfield, 
which constitute the corporate headquarters for Farm 
Credit Service in the First Farm Credit District - the six 
New England states, New York State and New Jersey. 

Farm Credit, a nationwide agriculture-related len- 
ding entity, serves more than 25,000 farmers ‘and 
fishermen, over 100 farmer cooperatives inthe eight- 
state area, Hughes points out. 

The Banks presently have approximately $2 billion 
in loans outstanding.

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Peirce School Comm. To Inspect Old School 


The committee charged with making a recommenda- 
tion on the closed Peirce Elementary School in Feeding 
Hills met this past Monday and decided to inspect the 
old school next week before making any determina- 
tions on its fate. 

The school, closed last June after 66 years of use as 
an elementary school, was turned over to the town by 
the School Committee in September. 

The school was closed by the School Committee due 
to declining elementary enrollment in Agawam 
schools. At the time, committee members judged that 
maintaining the building would be too expensive and 
therefore, decided that holding it for future use was un- 
wise. 

Borgatti Chairman 

The special subcommittee is chaired by At-Large 
Councilor Edward G. Borgatti and includes Raymond 
Charest, a former selectman; William Herd, a former 
town councilor; Frank Chriscola, chairman of the 
Agawam Housing Authority; and Anthony Saracino, a 
Meadow Street resident. 

Perhaps the most prominent, suggested use for 
Peirce School has been as a police station which is sup- 
ported by Borgatti and Chief of Police Stanley J. 
Chmielewski. Several members of Town Council have 
indicated support for the police being relocated to the 
school. 

However, Town Manager Edward A. Caba has been 
cool to that idea and in his fiscal 1985 municipal 
budget will propose that the police station become a 
part of an $8.3 million town complex to be built near 
the Route 57 interchange off Suffield Street. 

Borgatti said that because the possible use of a 
police station for the building mav conflict with Cabo’‘s 
plan for the new town complex, the subcommittee will 
stay away from that issue. : 

However, Borgatti did say he felt the school would 
be perfect for a police station because of its central 
location. He said it could be renovated for approx- 
imately $350,000 and provide the now over-crowded 
_police department with room to spare.

Rules Drafted By Separate Committee

Committee members were given a tour of the police 
station, located at town hall, after the meeting. The 
41-man force, which includes four dispatchers and two 
secretaries, have nine small rooms to operate. Borgatti, 
a former police detective, said the implications of such 
cramped quarters are obvious. 

“The station has only two small cells and the town 
has to transport juveniles and female prisoners to other 
communities,” he said. “Records are kept in tomato 
crates because there is no storage space at all.’’ 

Housing Authority Expressed Interest 

Also, the Agawam Housing Authority has expressed 
interest in the school for a state-funded, low-income 
and elderly housing project. 

When Danahy Elementary School was closed in 
1981, the local housing authority received the okay 
from the town and the Commonwealth to begin the 
Process of converting it into a 40-unit housing project. 

Eventual renovation and occupation of Danahy are 
in the planning stages. 

“Agawam has a low percentage of elderly and low 
income units,” said Chriscola, ‘We apply for any 
building that could house people in Agawam.” 

Also at the committee’s first meeting Monday, 
members said they will ask Building Inspector Joseph 
Conte, an electrician and a contractor to inspect Peirce 
School to help them determine if it can be renovated at 
a reasonable price. 

Committee members said they will consider all op- 
tions, including the possible sale of the building, 
before making any recommendation to the town ad- 
ministration. 

The Peirce sub-committee asked the Police Depart- 
ment and the Housing Authority to submit reports con- 
plu why they feel the building would best suit their 
needs. 

“We want to make a decision that is based on what 
the town can get for its dollars and cents and what is in 
the best interests of the town,” Borgatti said. ‘We will 
study each and every option thoroughly, before making 
any recommendations.”

Councilor Andrew C. Gallano had accused Blatt of 
conducting a ‘’witch hunt’ over the issue when he per- 
sonally interviewed several town hall employees about 
the matter. Blatt said that as acting town clerk, Mrs. 
Rose was entitled to one set of union benefits, but not 
the buy-back benéfits of department heads.

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Fireman’s Contract 
Joins Other Pacts 
Nixed By Council

Agawam Town Council snuffed out the fireman 
union’s proposed contract this past Tuesday night, 
keeping its string of municipal contract rejections at 
100 percent since the 1984-86 council began in 
January. 

The fireman‘s pact was one of two contracts to sur- 
vive beyond the first of three votes needed for passage. 
The pact, agreed upon by union officials and Town 
Manager Edward A. Caba, was defeated in its second 
reading by a 9-6 vote, one vote short of the 10-vote, 
two-thirds majority needed for approval. 

Other rejected municipal contracts have returned to 
the negotiating table between Caba and union officials 
following council rejection. However, in all cases to 
date, neither party have been able to agree on 
changes. Contracts then return to the council floor only 
to again be rejected. 

Those councilors in dissent repeated earlier 
arguments against the fireman’s two-year, 5 percent 
annual raises. Fiscal restraint and the fact that Caba 
had not renegotiated benefits drew the ire of several 
councilors, led by long time critic of fire department 
spending, Councilor Alfred Trehey. 

Trehey again voiced strong concern over a clause in 
the contracts which gives firemen five weeks vacation 
after 15 years of service in the Agawam Fire Depart- 
ment. 

He also argued against pay for firemen for holidays 
they are paid for whether or not they work. 

Councilor Peter Longo, another critic of Caba’s for 
allowing town contracts to reflect 5 to 6 percent an- 
nual raises, said the council should defeat the 
fireman’s contract until Caba submits his fiscal 1985 
town budget early next month. 

Longo said councilors should determine funding 
after comparing the impact of wage increases against 
the budget as a whole. 

Longo contends the continuation of 5 to 6 percent 
annual raises would exceed the amount the town 
receives in annual tax collection increases under Pro- 
position 2%. 

He also said he remains concerned personnel costs 
could consume an ever larger percent of the town 
budget, leaving inadequate funds for other town ex- 
penses. 

Arguing in favor of the fireman’s pact were Coun- 
cilors Andrew Gallano and Mario DeLucchi. 

Gallano said the 5 percent increase amounted to 
“little more than a cost of living raise,” while DeLucchi 
asked fellow councilors to support the fireman’s pact, 
“So we can move on to other town business.” 

Though Caba has argued that the fireman’s contract 
was fair and equitable to the town, as were the other 
municipal contracts defeated by the council, he will 
have to achieve alterations in the contract before br- 
inging it back up for council adoption. 

Also, union officials, frustrated by the council’s ac- 
tions, have indicated they may take legal action to 
force the adoption of their respective contracts. 

Voting against the contract were Councilors Jack 
Shaughnessy, Pau! Trimboli, Daniel Lacienski, 
Thomas Locke, Longo, and Trehey. 

Those voting in- favor were Councilors Paul 
Paleologopoulos, Donald Rheault, Nei! Blatt, Edward 
Borgatti, Philip DeForge, Frederick Nardi, Dorothy 
Nelsen, Gallano, and DeLucchi.

FROM THE 
PULPIT

The first Easter didn’t begin with joy. Pain, confu- 
sion, and sorrow was the experience of Jesus’ followers 
as they encountered the empty tomb on that Sunday 
morning. Mary Magdalene stood weeping outside the 
tomb. She even saw Jesus standing next to her, but she 
did not know that it was He - the joy was not yet hers to 
experience. 


Jesus asked her, ‘’‘Woman, why are you weeping? 
Whom do you seek?” Supposing him to be the 
cemetery gardener, she said to him, with a note of con- 
fusion and anger, “Sir, if you have carried away the 
body of my Lord, tell me where you have laid him, and | 
will take him away.” Mary, Peter, John, and others who 
saw the stone rolled away, the linen burial clothes ly- 
ing limply inside the tomb, and even Jesus Himself, 
didn’t at first grasp what was happening - they were all 
seeking a dead friends, not the Risen Lord. 


Whom do you seek this Easter? A dead teacher nam- 
ed Jesus, who has left us with a Golden Rule and a fine 
example to follow, one whose memory is sacred and 
whose religion is universal? The result of this kind of 
seeking may well bring pain, confusion, and sorrow in 
the end. 

Mary Magdalene turned away from the One she sup- 
posed to be the gardener that first Easter morning. But 
then something wonderful happened. Jesus said to her, 
“Mary.” He called her name, in that special way that 
only He could. So she turned towards Him once again. 


Whom did she seek? This time, she was seeking not 
her slain leader, but her Risen Master who was alive 
and was calling her name. She fell on her knees in wor- 
ship, and from that moment on her life was never the 
same - she received the peace, power, and Presence 
which has enabled true Christians everywhere to turn 
the world upside down with His triumphant love. 


Whom do you seek this Easter? A Living Savior who 
has won the victory over sin and death who calls us 
each by name, who puts His very Life inside us, and 
who empowers us to follow in His way of Love? The 
result of this seeking will bring joy and life everlasting, 


Go to church this Easter Sunday, seeking Him who is 
alive, who is the Lord.

Pour 
batter into greased and floured bundt or angel food 
pan and bake at 350 degrees for 40 minutes. 

PISTACHIO FROSTING 
1 pkg. Dream Whip 
1 pkg. instant pistachio pudding 
1% c. cold milk 

Place all ingredients into chilled mixing bow! and 
beat 5 to 10 minutes. Refrigerate frosted cake.

Involved In An Auto Accident?

Know The Legalities Involved 
by Thomas Locke - Agawam Attorney 

Perhaps you have never and will never be involved in 
an auto accident involving major or serious property 
damage and/or personal injuries. But it is wise to be 
ready for one if it should happen. With a few clear 
ideas about what to do, you will be better able to pro- 
tect your legal rights. 

1. The first thing to do is to get help for anyone in- 
jured. It is best not to move an injured person unless 
this is necessary to save his/her life, because you may 
injure him further. Afterward, it may be difficult or im- 
possible to prove that you did not enhance his/her in- 
juries. If he or she should die or become permanently 
injured, his or her family could sue you. 

2. Avoid further injuries. Drivers involved in an acci- 
dent are likely to be confused and nervous and do not 
know how to react or what to do. Traffic may keep 
coming and accidents may multiply. Have somebody 
posted up the road to warn oncoming cars to slow 
down. If it is nightime, try to find and use flashlights or 
flares. 

3. Call the police and ambulance (if necessary). 

4. Obtain the names of the people involved, in- 
cluding witnesses and where they may be reached. In- 
clude the police officers who make the report. Shortly 
after the accident, try to get written statements from 
them of what they saw (while it is still fresh in memory). 
Often, the outcome of legal proceedings in auto acci- 
dent cases depends on how well prepared your case is. 

5. If possible, write down the exact location of the 
accident for your records - not just street names, but in- 
clude distances, weather conditions, etc. Often you 
will have to do this anyway, and it will be more difficult 
to reconstruct such details later, so this should be done 
as soon as possible. 

6. Call your insurance company or agent as Soon as 
possible. Many insurance policies require you to report 
an accident to the insurance company within a 
specified number of days. Failure to do so could result 
in a forfeiture of your coverage. 

7. Keep your mouth closed, except to answer a 
police officer's questions. Even then, provide only the 
necessary information to answer the question. Never 
volunteer information. Do not admit guilt or say 
gaytnias that could be used against you in court. 

. The one thing worse than having an accident is 
leaving the scene of an accident. Generally, the only 
defense for leaving an accident is that you were not 
aware of it. It is extremely unlikely and remote that one 
could have an accident and fail to see, hear or feel it 
happen. The consequences for leaving the scene of an 
accident could be (and often are) more severe than 
those where one remains at the scene, You may even 
be free from fault! 

9. Consult your attorney as soon as possible. Your 
attorney will inform you of how best to protect and pur- 
sue your legal rights. Where justified, your attorney 
may help you recover your property damage and per- 
sonal injury costs, losses and expenses.

Project Generates Great Enthusiasm 

Mrs. Deveno points out that this is the second year 
her students have made chocolate. The candy making 
idea was originated by herself and middle school art 
teacher, Candy Jose, who taught at the junior high last 
year, she explains. 

Both teachers feel that even though candy making is 
not an extremely creative endeavor, it nevertheless 
generates great enthusiasm and excitement in students 
at this age. 

Mrs. Deveno relates that each of her students, who 
donated two dollars to cover the cost of materials, 
received approximately a pound of chocolate for their 
efforts. Students chose from a variety of mold patterns 
which Mrs. Deveno purchased herself. She notes that 
besides Easter favorites, video game characters such 
as “Ms. Pac Man’ and sports figures were the 
students’ most popular choices. 

The veteran art teacher reports that 150 Pounds of 
chocolate were used in this year’s candy making pro- 
cess. 

After students select their molds, each one uses a 
very fine brush and “‘paints’’ the indented mold details 
in white, yellow, green, and pink colored chocolate 
which has been melted over a double boiler. 

Next, brown melted chocolate is Poured over the 
hardened colored accents. Lollipop sticks are then in- 
serted into the appropriate molds and turned several 
times to insure that they will hold firmly when the 
chocolate is set. 

Mrs. Deveno says she melts and pours all of the 
chocolate herself in order to minimize the Possibility of 
students becoming burned from the hot liquid. 

Once on trays, the:molds are placed in the school 
cafeteria’s large freezer for 20 minutes to harden. She 
notes that this thorough chilling produces a lovely 


shine on the chocolate which gives it a very profes- 
sional appearance. 

After being removed from the freezer, the hardened 
candy is returned to the classroom where Mrs. Deveno 
labels each piece with the respective student’s name 
before removing it from the mold. The finished product 
is then bagged in plastic and ready to be taken home 
by the students. 

The art teacher says she washes all of the molds and 
brushes carefully after each class’ use in order to main- 
tain sanitary conditions while the chocolate is being 
made. 

Because the candy process requires strict adherence 
to a time schedule, students have had to learn to 
Cooperate with one another for the project to be suc- 
cessful. 

She notes that while half the class is having their 
molds poured, the other half works independently on 
other things. 

“Because we only have 43 minutes per class period, 
student cooperation is essential. All my students have 
been wonderful in this respect and have thoroughly en- 
joyed making their candy,’’ she states. 


Enjoy Giving Creations As Gifts 


Mrs, Deveno says that she plans to continue the can- 
dy making project next year. She reports that even her 


* 9th graders, who made red, white, and green candy for 


Christmas, were as excited about making the delec- 
table confections as their younger counterparts. 

Moreover, she notes that her students enjoy giving 
their hand-made candy to relatives and friends as gifts. 

Mrs. Deveno credits junior high cafeteria manager 
Helen Carey for supplying the large trays on which the 
molds are placed and for the use of the walk-in freezer, 
She also acknowledges each parent's cooperation in 
funding their child’s project. 

“| almost feel closer to my students after weve com- 
pleted a project together which is just for fun. | feel it 
has been successful because it’s something that every 
student can be great at and that’s very important to 
them at this age,’’ comments Mrs. Deveno.

Police, Schools Hold 
Bus Evacuation

The Agawam Police Department in Conjunction with 
the Agawam School System.recently completed the se- 
cond of its annual bus evacuation practices at each of 
the town’s elementary schools. 

Agawam Police Safety Officer Sergeant Alfred 
Longhi points out that state law mandates bus evacua- 
tions be held in the fall and spring of each school year. 

He explains that the program, which originated in 
the early seventies, also includes a safety filmstrip. 

The veteran safety officer relates that most children 
never have the opportunity to exit the schoo! bus by its 
rear door. According to him, the evacuation Procedure 
helps to eliminate any fears that they may have as to 
jumping down from the rear of the vehicle. 

All students, especially those in kindergarten and 
first grade,-are advised to sit down Prior to jumping 
down from the vehicle, Longhi states. 

Older students in grades four and five are reminded 
that they have grown taller and cautioned to duck their 
heads before exiting. 

Moreover, he notes that other bus safety rules, such 
as no-hands-out-the-windows, keep the aisle clear, and 
listen to the bus driver, are recited by the students in 
grades K-5 as part of the bi-annual Procedures. 

Longhi, who calls the evacuation Procedure a “'fire 
drill on wheels,” states that the Program has been 
found very beneficial statewide. 

“We feel that children are less afraid and less likely 
to panic in the case of an accident due to the Practice 
which they receive at these drills,” he remarks.

The Arts Lottery And 
Local Aid Debates 


Last week the House began deliberations of the 
State Budget and the public has been receiving its 
money’s worth of work. 


After fifty hours of debate the process is moving 
unusually slow. Final approval may take weeks. This is 
unlike previous years when acceptance of this massive 
Beerepciation document was completed in a matter of 

lays. 


Every Item Being Scrutinized And Debated 
Every line item is being scrutinized and each signifi- 
icant proposal is debated at length. This is as it should 
be. After all, we are dealing with an $8 million budget 
land its method of appropriation should be closely 
scrutinized. 


In previous years debate over legislative accounts 
has been lengthy. This year the House Ways and 
Means Committee level funded all Legislative ac- 
counts, placing a freeze on the Legislature’s payroll 
and hiring. 


Despite this apparent lack of controversial items, 
lebate remained extensive resulting in an additional 
300,000 cut in the Legislative area. 


Another proposal which took up a great deal of time 
was an amendment which merged the Massachusetts 
Arts Lottery Council with the Council on Arts and 
Humanities. 


Previously, a few select cultural organizations, most- 
ly in Boston, received funding through a line item ap- 
Propriation. They also received money out of the 
general arts fund set aside for organizations statewide, 
thus getting two bites of the apple. 


The amendment eliminated their line item ap- 
Propriations, placing that money instead into the 
general fund. this allowed such fine, local organiza- 
tions as Stage West and the Springfield Symphony a 
more equitable method of funding. 


It should be emphasized that the amendment did not 
effect the funding that local arts councils, such as the 
Agawam Arts and Humanities Commission derived 
from the Arts Lottery. That funding source remains un- 
changed. 


House Trying To Squeeze More For Municipalities 

Local aid to the cities and towns has also taken upa 
great deal of time. Although the Legislature passed a 
resolution endorsing Governor Michael Dukakis’ 
distribution earlier this year, the House is trying to 
Squeeze more money out of the budget to help 
beleaguered municipalities. 


An. amendment which passed required that cities 





and towns receive 40% of actual revenues derived]. 





from the growth taxes (income, sales, corporate). 
Otherwise, they would be receiving 40% of estimated 
revenues and not what they are fully entitled to. 


Presently, there is a proposal increasing a discre- 
tionary local aid account from $5 to $10 million. This 
money would be distributed by the Governor to cities 
strapped by Proposition 2%. Many legislators feel that 
this is simply a “slush fund” used to bail out favored 
cities, such as Boston. 


All cities and towns must cope with Proposition 2%. 
Also, the local aid formula is already weighted in favor 
of those larger and older, urban areas. It is unfair that 
they receive additional local aid at the expense and 
deprivation of the other communities. 

The debate on this issue will continue next week 
when the House returns to formal session.

Religion And Psychotherapy 


In this Easter and Passover season | would like to say 
lsomething about the relationship between 
/Psychotherapy and Religion. Some months ago | was 
iprivileged to attend a seminar with one of the great 
‘pioneers in Psychiatry - Dr. Karl Menninger. 
| In his early nineties, still enthusiastic and growing, 
ihe delights in cutting through the scientific jargon 
\behind which the professionals so often hide. After 70 
jyears of practice he summarized all that he had learn- 
fed by referring to one document - The Sermon on the 
)/Mount! An amazing statement from a disciple of: 
‘Freud, who once called religion “the opiate of the peo- 


\ple.” But, on second thought, it makes a great deal of > 


|sense. 

| Religious practice, it seems to me, is an attempt to 
|make Contact and to live one’s life in harmony with, a 
jwisdom and peace “which passes all understanding.” 
‘Being at peace with oneself and one’s surroundings is 
‘on elusive goal. 

As with happiness, if you go about trying to find 
\peace you seldom find it. Peace and happiness are by- 
‘products of a life well lived. They come automatically, 
|without trying, if you're “doing it right.’ Religious 
leachings are all about how to do it (live) right. They 
jare about separating what is real, true, and essential to 
‘alife well lived, from what distracts us and causes pain 
to others as well as ourselves. 

But religion is not just ethical teachings. It involves a 
‘very personal relationship with something we do not 
understand - a power, a divine person, a “‘light’’ within 
us - which somehow makes us feel accepted, worthy, 


and at peace. This sense of being loved, of belonging 
because we are unique - irreplacable in this world - is at 
the core of religious experience as | understand it. The 
religious practice which helps one attain these goals is 
the province of the clergy. But the goals of 
psychotherapy are often quite similar. 


Mental Health As The Ability 
To Love And To Work 


The psychotherapist attempts to create conditions 
whereby a person can find his own “‘best’’ qualities and 
to get rid of that which prevents him from being his 
own, unique, irreplacable self. 

When successful, the person loves himself more 
(because self-hate is at the root of most emotional pro- 
blems) and is better able to love others. He is also less 
anxious and “‘driven’”’ - more at peace with himself and 
his world, Freud’s simple criteria for mental health was 
“the ability to love and to work.” 


Mother/Father Love 

The way in which the therapist tries to bring about 
change has many parallels in religious thinking. The 
“therapeutic relationship” is one of caring and accep- 
tance combined with firm confrontation. It is an at- 
tempt to blend a good mother’s unconditional love 
with a good father’s challenging love. The patient 
often idealized his therapist as all good, all wise, all 
loving - and learns to love himself through this power- 
ful image. 

The therapy hour provides a quiet time in people’s 
lives where they can leave the noise and distractions in 
their world and in themselves, to make contact with 
and experience parts of themselves which they have 
denied, or to listen to the “still, small voice within” 
which calls them to a truer sense of who they are and 
want to be. The final goal is to find an inner peace and 
harmony which goes beyond understanding in a purely 
intellectual sense. 

Psychotherapy Not A Substitute 
For Religous Practice 

1 do not mean to imply, by these comparisons, that 
the psychotherapist tries to be a ‘‘substitute clergy” or 
that therapy should in any way replace religous prac- 
tice. What | do mean to say is that | believe the essence 
of good therapeutic practice is consistent with the prin- 
ciples of religious practice and belief. If we were able 
to live in perfect harmony with the insights of the great 
religions, we would have no need for psychotherapists 
or clergy. But until we do, our work should go hand in 
hand.

“Prepare For Spring Exercise 


Well, spring is finally here. Many Agawam and 
Feeding Hills residents have begun the arduous task of 
cleaning up the grounds and preparing to plant this 
year’s garden. 

There’s nothing more flattering to a home than a 
well-kept yard, well-trimmed shrubs, and well-tended 
flower beds. 

Likewise, a bountiful vegetable garden is most flat- 
tering to its owner and a good pastime...sometimes. 
Unfortunately, all too often it is painful for its par- 
ticipants. 

Before garden buffs get up in arms and wrap a 
garden hose around a writer who would even suggest 
that working with Mother Earth could be anything but 
the most productive and satisfying hobby in the world, 
let me explain. 

Gardening and landscaping are great, if you 
recognize that they are activities that produce certain 
body stresses; if you recognize your own physical 
limitations; and if you do them with good sense as well 
as enthusiasm. 

Most people hibernate all winter. Then, at the first 
sign of spring, try to make their lawns or gardens the 
most attractive on the block - all in one day. They dig, 
dig, dig...lift, lift, lift...bend, bend, bend. The result is 
ouch, ouch, OUCH! Their backs hurt, their muscles 
ache, and they wonder why. 

Doctors of Chiropractic, whose health-care services 
emphasize the structural integrity of the body, offer the 
following ‘golden rules” of gardening.

Wearing Artificial Dentures 

Many people experience difficulties in adjusting to 
the wearing of artificial teeth (dentures). Though they 
are custom fitted to the individual patient, dentures are 
not teeth, nor do they function like natural teeth. They 
are prosthetic replacements similar to replacing a lost 
leg or arm. 

How the dentures fit, initially, depends on how much 
the gums have healed (or shrunk) from the time the 
teeth were extracted, and how much the mouth tissues 
have changed. Healing following the removal of teeth 
is usually complete within six months. 

Wearer Must Adjust To Dentures 

The upper denture will take about 24 hours after in- 
sertion to settle in and feel secure. The lower denture 
will take considerably longer, though, because the 
muscles of the tongue, cheeks and lips tend to dislodge 
it.

The wearer must learn to chew bilaterally (on both 
sides, rather than favoring one side), control the 
amount of the lower denture with the tongue, and prac- 
tice speaking. Adjusting to new dentures is a learning 
experience that takes patience, practice and deter- 
mination. 

Now that you have gotten used to the dentures, you 
will, of course, want to keep them in the best shape 
possible. There are certain actions that will help den- 
tures last longer and give you the comfort and function 
that you expect. For one thing, brush them daily to 
keep them clean. The few quick minutes that you 
spend on this is vital! 

| know what you are thinking - you watched all three 
nights of the miniseries “George Washington’’ and you 
didn’t once see him clean his dentures. 

Actually, | have it on good authority that George 
cleaned them during the commercials. Clean inside, 
outside, and in between the teeth. You can use a 
specially designed denture brush sold in any drug 
store. Never use hot water or gritty powders on them. 

If your mouth tends to form calculus (tartar) 
deposits, check regularly with your dentist and have 
them removed. Between visits, soak dentures overnight 
in full-strength white vinegar at least once a week to 
soften the tartar and make it easier to remove with a 
toothpick or brush. 

One more hint: when you clean dentures, hold them 
over a basin of warm water so if they should slip out of 
your fingers, they won't break.

Simple, Yet Well-Acted

lt doesn’t matter whether you win or lose, but how 
you play the game. 

Although most people have heard this adage since 
they were old enough to remember what their parents 
told them, they sometimes forget it when they are the 
losers of a game. Being the defeatee in any kind of 
competition can make someone frustrated to the point 
where his common sense is replaced by irrational 
anger. 

Second Best Has Dire Consequences 

But to one of the characters in StageWest’s produc- 
tion of The Gin Game, coming off second best has 
more dire consequences. 

D. L. Coburn’s two-act, Pulitzer Prize-winning 
tragicicomedy deals with two elderly people who live in 
a run-down retirement home. One of them is Weller 
Martin (David O. Petersen), a crabby old-timer who 
passes time by playing solitaire with his deck of cards. 

Although he hasn‘t been at the home for too long, 
Weller has alienated himself from-most of the other 
residents. 

The second character is Fonsia Dorsey (Mary Fogar- 
ty), a woman who is newer to the retirement home than 
Weller. She’s an amiable person to talk with, but she’s 
also self-asserting when it comes to saying her opi- 
nions or disagreeing with someone else’s beliefs. 

After they meet each other for the first time, Weller 
asks Fonsia if she would like to play gin rummy. Upon 
her acceptance of his invitations, Weller explains the 
rules. of the game to Fonsia while both of them talk 
about their pasts. 

This card game is the start of a meaningful friend- 
ship, but Weller’s temper continually jeopardizes their 
platonic relationship. Fonsia’s exceptional beginner's 
luck maddens him because he considers himself a 
superb gin rummy player. 

Unfortunately, her winning streak continues for a 
couple of weeks, and Weller begins an argument they 
come to regret. 

The Gin Game, which runs until May 5th, is a simple, 
straightforward play about the emotional burdens that 
the elderly carry for the rest of their lives. It uses a card 
game as a symbol for real life, and this insignificant 
contest eventually makes Weller and Fonsia reveal 
unpleasant facts about themselves to each other. 

Although there is a great deal of humor in this play, 
the overall mood is sober because The Gin Game ex- 
amines loneliness, regret, and fear, and how much 
these things are determined by our own actions and 
fate itself. 

The structure of the script, however, isn’t the only 
element that is uncomplicated. In this particular 
StageWest production, the set is comprised of only a 
chair for each actor and a table for the games of gin 
rummy to be played on. 

Director Ted Weiant believed the stark setting would 
ensure that the actors would receive the full attention 
of the audience. To this theatergoer, the result of 
Weiant’s set choice is successful. 

Actors Don‘t Let You Down For A Minute 

Full-length plays with few characters are difficult to

perform because they require the actors to memorize 
more dialogue. With two characters, The Gin Game 
belongs in this category, and the accomplishment or 
failure of this tragicicomedy work mainly depends on 
the actors. Fortunately, Petersen and Fogarty don’t let 
us down for a minute. 

As Weller Martin, Petersen captures the essence of 
an aging man who's afraid that his final years will be 
unhappy ones. The character's complaining and out- 
bursts of profanity are funny when we first hear them, 
but Petersen is able to ultimately turn these expres- 
sions into ones of anger and despair.

Fogarty’s performance as Fonsia Dorsey is also first- 
rate. Not only does she, like Petersen, act and sound 
like an elderly person, but she combines a cheerful ex- 
terior with an inner sadness. We know that Fonsia is 
making the most of her life at the retirement home, but 
Fogarty manages to make us realize that her character 
is troubled by something. 

Although the people in The Gin Game are flawed 
human beings, | don’t think it’s important that we be 
fond of them. Instead, their purpose is to be examples 
of individuals who are paying for mistakes which they 
could have prevented.

Iceman: An Odd Mixture 
Of Drama And Comedy 


Some bad movies are more disappointing than 
others because they had the potential to be good films. 
These pictures usually start out with interesting topics, 
but through poor execution, the end results make you 
wonder why the movies were made in the first place. 
Iceman is an example of such a film. 


Timothy Hutton (Daniel) stars as Dr. Stanley 
Shephard, a young anthropologist who works in the 
medical department at an Arctic mining and explora- 
tion station. Although he doesn’t appear to have too 
much to do, he eventually has his work cut out for him. 

The body of a Neanderthal man (John Lone) is 
discovered in a glacier, and the scientists at the station 
try to unfreeze him as delicately as possible so that 
they'll have an intact specimen to study. When this 
40,000-year-old primate miraculously comes to life, 
however, Shephard and his co-workers know the im- 
plications of this will become much more significant. 
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After an artificial prehistoric habitat is created for 
him, Charlie (the Neanderthal’s new name) becomes 
the subject of two kinds of examinations. By com- 
municating with him as best he can, Shephard hopes to 
learn about Charlie’s culture and language. The an- 
thropologist’s colleagues, on the other hand, are in- 
terested in only the primitive’s body because they 
believe that it is scientifically impossible for warm- 
blooded creatures to survive once their cells have 
frozen. ; 

Iceman is one of those pictures where you'll find 
yourself saying, “| could have made a better movie.” 
Not only does the film turn into a dull, routine story of 
a humane scientist who opposes unfeeling superiors, 
but it’s also an uneasy blend of the seriousness of 
2001: A Space Odyssey and the humor of an “Alley 
Oop” comic strip. 

Throughout Iceman, director Fred Schepisi (Bar- 
barosa) deals with science, ethics, and theology in an 
adult and intelligent fashion. These topics, however, 
are never fully developed, and whatever impact they do 
make is cancelled out by extraneous humor in many of 
the scenes involving Shephard and Charlie. 

For example, one of the worst moments with these 
two characters is when Shephard sings Neil Young's 
“Heart of Gold’’ and Charlie accompanies him by 
groaning in tune. Granted, this scene is funny, but it 
also makes the anthropologist and the Neanderthal 
look like foolish college students after an all-night 
drinking party. Comic relief in a dramatic film is one 
thing, but this kind of humor just makes us take the 
characters less seriously. 

Another thing which hurts the credibility of the 
characters is the way Shephard and his colleagues 
behave. Even when Charlie comes to life after 40,000 


years, the other’scientists react to this phenomenon in| 
an almost nonchalant manner. If these people show lit- 
tle enthusiasm toward their discovery, how can the' 
makers of Iceman expect the audience to respond dif- 
ferently? 

Anthropoligist Too Immature 

Shephard, however, is just the opposite of his co- 
workers. He whines whenever someone disagrees with 
him and shows the self-control of a child who’s let! 
loose in a toy store. This anthropologist is supposed to 
be quite young for his profession, but he’s too im- 
mature to be believable. 

Although the script is responsible for the character's 
flaws, Hutton doesn't try to improve his role. He gave 
excellent performances in Taps and Ordinary People, 
but in this picture he hams it up and makes himself 
look like an idiot. On the other hand, Lone does a fine 
job as the Neanderthal and manages to sustain his 
character's dignity during the silly scenes. 

Iceman is similar to Greystoke in subject and theme, 
but it’s also comparable to the latest Tarzan movie in 
that each film is what the other should have been. 
Greystoke is a solemn drama which ought to have been 
a lightweight adventure; Iceman is a superficial yarn 
which should be been a thought-provoking picture.

Five-shot pump 
or semi-automatic shotguns 
used for hunting must be 
“plugged” so that there can 
be no more than one shell in 
the breech and two in the 
chamber. 

Your shotguns and rifles 
(both standard and auto- 
loading) may be allowed 
free temporary entry. 

Each Canadian province 
or territory makes its own 

- regulations for hunting game 
and non-migratory birds and 
fishing. In the interest of 
conservation, seasons and 
bag limits are strictly con- 
troiled. Closed ‘seasons for 
certain game birds are some-

out. Also in Canada, there 
are clearly-marked protected 
areas where no hunting is 
allowed such as game sanc- 
tuaries, and some private 
lands which have been 
posted to prohibit hunting. 


For certain competitive 
shooting events, rifles, shot- 
guns, even handguns pose 
no problem. Competitors in 
marksmanship events reg- 
istered with the Dominion 
of Canada Rifle Association, 
the Shooting Federation of 
Canada, or any of the clubs 
and associations affiliated 
with them, may bring in 
1,000 shells duty-free. Five- 
shot pump or semi-auto- 
matie shotguns used for 
skeet or trap events need 
not be “‘plugged”’. 

If you are competing in 
a pistol or revolver event 
sponsored by those organi- 
zations, you will need a per- 
mit to transport restricted 
weapons. These may be ar- 
ranged for through the host
